with the necessity of looking after 


their own health. This action has, 
many a time, meant prolongation of 
life and hence a service to the indi- 
vidual and to the country. 

“Re-examination of applicants for 
insurance some years after their first 
examination, impressed me with the 
fact that, frequently, incipient dis- 
ease, appearing after a first examin- 
ation has been made, develops into a 
serious condition which, later, may 
mean loss of life to the policy-holder 
and the unnecessarily early payment 
of the full amount of the policy by 
the company concerned. 

“The other day, I saw two men 
waiting dn a doctor’s office. both of 
whom had just been refused insur- 
ance. One had locomotor ataxia, and 
the other had heart disease. Yet, be- 
tween them, they had insurance 
policies amounting to $125,000.00. 
taken out years before.” 

Dr Bates went on to explain that 
& regular annual medical examina- 
tion would have revealed these dis- 
eases at their commencement and 
given the two men in question op- 
portunity to take action while they 
were still in a preventable stage. 

“The loss to the country because of 
unnecessary illmess and death is as- 
tonishingly large,” he said, “so large, 
indeed, that it seems to me to be 
amazing that our governments have 
not taken cognizance of it earlier.” 

Investigations had been carried out 
in Ontario by a special investigator. 
for the Canadian Social Hygiene 
Council who, with the ‘assistance. of 
statistical iiformatino from Dr. Louis 
Dublin, of the Metropolitan Life, had 
come to the conclusion that at least 
34 per cent. of the deaths in the pro- 
vince were postponable. 

A concentrated campaign of educa- 
tion, by means of which the average 
citizen would have an opportunity to 
secure accurate health information 
was put forward by Dr. Bates as the 
most effective means of getting at 
the source of the trouble. 

“In the absence of sound public 
opinion behind them, for instance,” 
he said, “health departments are like- 
ly to be weak—generally with disas- 
trous results.” 

He dealt in detail with the work 
along educational lines which the 
Canadian Social Hygiene Council is 
doing and sketched the programme 
for the coming three years, when 
$543,000 will be expended across the 
Dominion, by the Council, in an 
educational effort to promote health.

Mechanical Librarians 
Machine Installed In New York Ex- 
pedites Handling Of Borrowers 

Making librarians out of machines 
instead of machines out of librarians 
is the avowed purpose of an instru- 
ment that has been installed in the 
New York Public Library to do the 
vast amount of clerical work in 
checking books in and out. 7 

The machine, which has been in- 
stalled in the central circulating 
branch of the library at 42nd Street 
and Fifth Avenue, eliminates the 
writing of innumerable figures by the 
librarian as she receives and dispens- 
es books. 

With one punch it dates both the 
borrower's card and the card that is 
attached to the book. A little tin 
plate bearing the imprint of the bor- 
rower’s card number is attached to 
the card and as a book is taken out 
and the card is checked through the 
machine it leaves the borrower's card 
number upon the book card, making 
a record of the date and person bor- 
rowing the volume. 

The installation of the machine in 
the busiest circulating branch in the 
city has expedited the handling of the 
large crowd, officials say.

USEFULNESS AND 
BEAUTY IN TREES 


The garden seed companies and 
nurseries aré distributing their cata- 
logues—a sign that spring is ap- 
proaching. And while it still seems 
a long way off, yet it is not too soon 
to begin planning for the flower and 
vegetable garden, and particularly 
for the planting of trees and shrub- 
bery. 

Many kinds of trees thrive on the 
prairie, doing é@xceptionally well un- 
der irrigation, as has been demon- 
strated by more than fifteen years of 
experience in the eastern irrigation 
block, Their great value as shelter 
belts, for the prevention of soil 
drifting, for the protection of fruit 
bearing trees and bushes, and as an 
asset of beauty, was early recognized 
by the officials of the investigation 
branch of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Department of Natural Resour- 
ces, and these men have expended a 
great deal of time and effort in 
spreading the gospel of tree planting. 
The Dominion Government, too, has 
rendered valuable assistance in this 
work by conducting tree planting 
educational Campaigrs and by the 
free distribution of trees. 

The efforts of the tree planting 
advocates have met with a_ large 
measure of success, for most farm- 
ers now recognize the great value of 
trees, and many beautiful groves are 
to be seen on the farms of this dist- 
rict. The work, however, has just 
been nicely started. More and more 
trees should be planted—around the 
buildings, the corrals, in the pasture, 
and elsewhere.

- PARMER'S ACCOUNT ‘atk 


(Experimental Farms Note)” = 
Farm surveys have shown that 
very few farmers follow a systematic 
method of farm accounting. This 
may, in the past, have been due to a 
lack of suitable sfiiple forms or ac- 
count books for the purpose. There 
are today a number of simple books 
issued which are a great help to the 
farmer in this important matter, 
Farming is a business, and if it does 
not pay the farmer should know why 
|| it doesn’t pay. Some record of re- 
ceipts and expenses, together with 
an inventory (a list with values of 
‘live stock, feed, implements, ete., 
on hand) taken at the beginning and 
the end of the farmers’ year, must 
be kept if he is to find out why it 
doesn’t pay. Keep a record of each 
department of your farm business. 
Find out how much you are making 
from each, and if any are not paying. 
A simple and yet very useful little 
account book for farmers has™ been 
issued by the Dominion Experimen- 
tal Parma. ‘This may be procured 
from the Publications Branch, De- 
‘partment of Agriculture, Ottawa, for 
the nominal charge of ten cents. This 
little book, while simple, is a great 
step in adVance of keeping no ac- 
|counts whatever. Now is a good 
time to take an inventory and start 
keeping accounts.
